Germany Said to Be Building 
Hundreds of Zeppelins 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
ROME, Sept. 26.—According to letters 


reaching Milan from German business 
men to Milan customers, thousands of 


workmen are busy building hundreds of 
Zeppelins. These will invade England 
and drop bombs on the docks, garrisons 
and most important buildings. 

Each Zeppelin has six motors, all of 
whicn muat be destroyed before the ship 
is unfit to fly away. 

The armor plating which protects it 
is made in movable fish-like scale, which 
enable the guns to disappear behind 
them when a volley has been fired, thus 
reclosing the whole of the exterior from 
English bullets. 


Kaiser and Chancellor Talk 
of Changing Map of Europe 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of the Daily News telegraphs: 
“The Berlin painter, Vollbehr. who has 
just seen the Kaiser, says the Emperor 
is in the highest spirits. His pride in 
bis army is so great that it shines 
through his eyes, which are phosphor- 
escent with happiness. 

“The Mayor of Wolmar, addressing 
the troops, said: ‘My boys, the leaves 
are falling, but we shall all return to 
our beloved homes.’ Both the Kalser 
and the Chancellor, who is accompany- 
ing him at the front, are certain of 
victory,”” says Vollbehr. “They spoke 
of changing the map of Europe after

Paper Assails Churchill 
for His Antwerp Tactics 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—The Morning 
Post, in an editorial today, severely 
attacks Winston Spencer Churchill, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, for what 
it describes as a costly blunder in 
sending a small force of marines to 
Antwerp. 

The newspaper expresses the be- 
lief that the British losses are great- 
er than admitted, and contends that 
if it was impossible to send a large 
military Porce to Antwerp none at all 
should have been sent, and the Bel- 
gians been permitted to surrender 
without bombardment, as they would 
have done but for Brftish advice 
which only resulted in loss of life 
and hampering the retirement of the 
Belgian army.

William R. Donaldson Jr. died at 5:30 
o'clock this morning at the home of his 
father, William R. Donaldson, on the 
Price road, west of Clayton, from burns 


he received at 5 p. m. yesterday when 
his clothing, soaked with gasoline, 
caught fire mysteriously. 

While two physicians were dressing 
his burns, Donaldson gave relatives 
his version of the accident, which was 
related to a Post-Dispatch reporter by 
his brother-in-law, George A. Ran- 
dolph. 

Donaldson said he had been cleaning 
ihe spark slugs of his car, which stood 
on a gravel. driveway atout six feet 
from the rear door of .the house. He 
had used gasoline in the cleaning. ‘he 
can Was on the gravel driveway, and 
Monaldson picked it up every time he 
wanted to saturate the waste. 

After cleaning the spark plugs, Don- 
aldson said he climbed under the car 
t. repair a brake which had become 
inmmed. . In moving about he, in some 
manner, upset the can of gasoline, th 
eentents of which were spilled upon him 
saturating his clothing. 

He crawled from under the machin: 
and started toward the rear of the 
house to change his clothing. On sec- 
ond thought he decided to use the ga- 
rage so as not to carry the odor of 
gasoline into the house. 

Donaldson called to a negro servant 
to bring a change of clothing. He then 
started toward the garage, about 75 fee:

Ghent Occupied by Germans 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—The Belgian town of Ghent is now occupied by 
the Germans, according to an Amsterdam dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram 
Co. Uhians have arrived at Selzaete, a short distance from Ghent, and 
the commander announced that 6000 soldiers must be quartered in the 
village. 

That dispositions are now being made by 
French and British allies for a big battle between Lens and Cassel on the 
westward wings of the opposing hosts, is deduced here from the fragmentary 
‘aformation disseminated by the intelligence department of the belligerent 
powers. Cassel is 18 miles inland from the fortified seaport of Dunkirk on 


Straits of Dover. 
“7 A dispatch to the Times from Ostend says a German aviator dropped 


two bombs on Ostend Monday. Neither of the missiles exploded. The 
correspondent adds that the Germans occupied Ghent at 7 o’clock Mon- 
day morning and that refugees from that city are coming into Ostend.’ 

Reports continue to reach London that the great activity of the 
German cavalry near Lille is a screening movement to cover the retreat 
of the army of Gen. von Kluck. Such a retreat is rumored even to be 
under way to the north and to the northeast. 

The following official statement has been received from Berlin by 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Co.: 

“Enormous quantities of provisions of all kinds were captured in 
Antwerp. The gatrison of the northern forts and 13,000 English fled to 
Holland where they were disarmed. The English themselves are said to 
have blown up 10 of the Antwerp forts. The Belgians estimate that they 
lost 20,000 men as prisoners. When the fall of Antwerp was made known 
to the allies the French cavalry was withdrawn in the direction of Arras. 

“The interrupted artillery engagement in the Woevre region was 
resumed Oct. 11. At the same time the German right wing and center 
resumed the bombardment of Rheims. 

“On the whole the situation for the Germans is favorable. 

“Before his departure for the front Emperor William promoted Prince 
Joachim (youngest son of the Emperor) to the rank of cavalry captain. 

“It is reported that a Russian fleet of eight large vessels and 10 small 
ships was sighted Saturday near Kustendje (a seaport of Rumania on the 
Black Sea) steaming in a southerly direction.”

AFRICAN REVOLT 
STIRS ENGLAND 


Seriousness of Situation Indi- 
cated by Drastic Step of 
Premier Botha. 


LONDON, Oct. 18.—The rebellion of a 
section of the Dutch element in South 
Africa, which broke today with a suu- 
denness, is the first note that has marred 
the harmony in the British Empire since 
the outbreak of the war and it has mo- 
mentarily diverted attention from the 
arenas near the heart of the empire.

The Union Government’s action 
is certain to bring matters to a head 
and to disclose the true attitude of the 
Dutch element, which, it is contended, 
is overwhelmingly loyal to the British 
Empire. 

Governor-GetBeral’s Report. 

The official press bureau today issued 
the text of a telegram received by the 
Secretary of the Colonies from the Gov- 
ernor-General of South Africa, which 
was as follows: 

“Ever since the resignation of Gen. 
Beyers as Commandant-General of the 
Citizens’ Force, there have been indica- 
tions that something was wrong with 
the forces in the Northwest Cape prov- 
ince, which were placed under Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel 8S. G. Maritz. 

“The Government sent Col. Conrad 
Brits to take over the command from 
Lieutenant-Colonel Maritz. On the 
eighth instant, Col. Brits sent a mes 
sage to Col. Maritz to come in and re- 
port to him. To this message Col. 
Maritz replied, in a most insolent man 
ner, that he was not going to report 
to anybody. All he wanted was his dis 
charge, and Col. Brits must come him 
self and take over his command. 

“Col. Brits then sent Maj. Ben Bou- 
wer to take over the command, On his 
arrival at Col. Maritz’s camp, Ma). 
Bobuwer was taken prisoner with his 
companions, but personally he was re- 
leased and sent back with an ultimatum 
from Col. Maritz to the Union Govern- 
ment to the effect that unless the Gov- 
ernment guaranteed to him before lv 
o'clock Sugday morning, Oct. ll, that 
Gens.

BERNSTORFF SAYS 
DUGUMENTS PROVE 
BELGIUM PLOTTER 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Count von 
Bernstorff, German Ambassador, today 
issued a statement in connection with 
a telegram from Berlin announcing the 
finding in the archives of the Belgian 
general staff at Brussels by the Ger- 
man military authorities of documents 
which, it was claimed by Berlin, showed 
that details of the plan for landing an 
expeditionary English force in Belgium 
had been provided for long before the 
war. The statement follows: 

“The German Ambassador drew spe- 
cial attention to the telegram which 
came from German headquarters, This 
telegram proves the German contention 
that the allies did not intend to respect 
Belgian neutrality. It even prove, 
more, namely, that Belgian neutralitv 
practically did not exist and that the 
Belgian Government was conspiring with 
the allies against ,.Germany. 

“Notwithstanding the denials comin, 
from French sources, it is a fact that 
French prisoners were taken at Liege 
and at Namur who acknowledged that 
they had been in those fortresses be- 
fore the German troops entered Bel- 
gium. 

“On the French side it has been ay- 
serted that the German Chancellor in 
Parliament had acknowledged that Ger- 
many was doing wrong in violating Bel- 
gian neutrality. It must, however. not 
be overlooked that the Chancellor fur 
ther said ‘We know that the allies d»> 
not intend to respect Belgian neutra: 
ity, and Germany, in the position siie 
is in, attacked from three sides, cann>t 
wait, whilst the allies can wait. At 
that time the Belgian archives were not 
at the disposal of the German Govern 
ment. 

“If the Chancellor had known at the 
time he made his speech that Belg: ™ 
was not neutral, he would have cer- 
tainly spoken of the alleged Belgian 
neutrality in a different way. 

“Germany has violated the frontiers 
of no really neutral country, whilst the 
allies are on record for disregarding all 
obligations towards China.”

DIPLOMATS THINK 


Prevailing Opinion in Washing- 
ton Is That German Navy 
Cannot Use It. 


NO FLEET WITHIN REACH 


River Scheldt Not Only Neutral, 
but Devoted to Commerce 
by Treaties. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Antwerp 
will be of use to the Germans in the 

following ways only: 

First: As a base of operations 
for the Kaiser’s fleet of Zeppe- 
lins and aeroplanes. 

Second: As one of the bases of 
the army operating in France, 
and as a base for operations 
against Ostend and contiguous 
territory. 

The Scheldt River in no way 
will be used by the Germans as a 
naval base. 


The foregoing is the consensus of 
opinion of officials here of the Bel- 
gian, German, British and United 
States governments. 

The correspondent saw officials of 
all these nations and to the specific 
question: “Could Germany use the 
Scheldt for naval purposes?” the one 
answer was received: 

The river is neutral, and Ger- 
many has nothing in the way ofa 
navy available to use the Scheldt. 
At the Belgian legation it was said 

that, in a treaty between Belgium 
and Holland, it was stipulated that 
the river was to be used for commer- 
cial purposes only, neither coun- 
try having the right to use the Scheldr 
for military or navy purposes. Bel- 
gium has no navy. 
Germany’s Rights. 


American State Department offi- 
cials, speaking unofficially, of course, 
and attaches at the Belgian legation 
said: “Looking at the treaty between 
Belgium and Holland in the light that 
Germany, as the conqueror of Bel- 
gium, succeeds to the privileges of the 
treaty between Belgium and Holland, 
which it is by no means certain she 
can do, her privileges would be the 
same as those of Belgium, and she 
could use the river for commercial 
purposes only.” 

From the German.embassy the opin- 
lon was obtained that the neutrality 
of Holland will not be affected in the 
least by the occupation of Antwerp. 
The German officials said they did 
not belleve that Germany intended to 
use Antwerp as a naval base. They 
added that Antwerp may be used as 
the base for the furmation of an aero 
plane and airship fleet, which would 
not be operated within the territory 
of Holland. 

Vfficials at the German embassy also 
expressed the opinion that, if Great 
Britain used the Scheldt in transport- 
ing big naval guns to the aid of the de- 
tenaers of Antwerp, as they say has 
been reported, then Great Britain vio- 
lated the neutrality of Holland. Brit- 
ish officials, while not explaining how 
assistance was sent the Belgians, as 
sert that the neutrality of Holland wage 
not violated. 

Question of Blockade. 

American Government officials also 
said Great sritain would not have the 
right to blockade the mouth of the 
Scheldt if Germany should use the 
river at Antwerp for a naval base. Such 
an act, it was said, would be violating 
Holland’s neutrality. Great’ Britain 
could, however, mobilize a fleet of war- 
ships and submarines just beyond th. 
territorial limits at the mouth of the 
Scheldt, and effect a blockade without 
officially proclaiming it. 

British representatives say the report 
that Germany intends using the Scheldt 
as a navai base is abstrd. 

“What has Germany got, that she 
needs a naval base at Antwerp or even 
Ostend?” said an embassy official. 
“That suggestion is ridiculous."’ 

In connection with Germany’s occupa- 
tion of Antwerp, the question came up: 
“Will the United States permit Amer- 
tcan ships to carry foodstuffs and other 
articles of commerce to Antwerp?’ [It 
was said that if vessels weie carrying 
contratand to the Germans in Antwerp, 
they rm ist take their char.ces with ®Sri-- 
ish mines or Warships, but that Amer- 
ican vessels carrying American prod- 
ucts te Holland by way of the Scheldt 
would he given every protection of the 
American Government. 


Curzon Sees “More Than One Christ- 
mas Before War Ends.” 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—Earl Curzon of 
Kedleston, formerly Viceroy of India 
in a speech at a war meeting at Har- 
row School last night, said the taking 
of Antwerp was a deliberate part of the 
German plan. 

“Germany has taken Antwerp to for- 
tify it, to keep it, to make a great naval 
port of it, to use it as a great shipping- 
off place for her future attempts on this 
country. It is no temporary occupation 
unless we make it so,"’ said the speaker. 

He added that by fortifying: Antwerp, 
Germany would secure a grip on the 
whole of Belgium, make Holland bow 
to her will and then settle down to her 
main object-the destruction of En- 
giand. He eaid England was in for a 
long war and declared he was shocked 
that some people should think the hos- 
tilities would be over by Christmas 

In his opinion, more than one Christ- 
mas would roll up before the ending of 
hostilities. In conclusion, he advised 
his hearers not to begin to divide up 
the German empire “before you get 
hold of it."’

It was written last year and has just 


come from the translator through the publishing house of the George H. 


Doran Co. 

In the years of his active service in 
the German cavairy, his study was di- 
rected by the general staff, to whose 
guidance Germany is now intrusting 
itself. Therefore it is reasonable to 
assume that the present book reflects 
as faithfully as did its predecessor the 
highest German official conclusions. 

His chapter on “Attack and Defense 
furnishes a good exposition of the 
present plan of campaign in assuming 
the offensive in all fields and against 
every enemy. 


Advantage of Attack. s 
“Advantages accruing to attack, 


Gen. von Bernhardi writes,, “are in- 
creased and enhanced by the enormous 
moral superiority. due to the attack. 
There is in attack itself a force that 
Carries away everything and puts in 
motion from the outset every mental 
faculty and moral power and, by direct- 
ing them all to ohne single. object, .in- 
cites them to the hignest exertions. 

“The defender, on the contrary, re- 
mains at first engaged in the calmer 
occupation of watching and waiting, in 
the enervating uncertainty of what the 
enemy is going to dv, and whether it 
wili be recognized in time. 

‘‘When he is ultimately obliged to act, 
he does so under the pressure of the 
full knowledge of facing superior pow- 
er, resolution and energy, and an en- 
emy who has already gained a start 
over him in space and time, the im- 
portance of which it is difficult to esti- 
mate. 


Boldmess Is Essential. 
“Pure defense is of a passive nature. 


It will often Le productive of the grea* 
est endurance, of the most neroic de- 
vation, but it is wanting in the positive 
object which turns resolution into ac- 
tion ard raises the will to its highest 
pitch. it ts only when engaged in »osi- 
tive action with a definite object that 
the highest performances are devel- 
cped, «nd so firmly is this fact estab 
lished that the defense itself is oblized 
to assume the offensive if it wishes to 
assert :tself permanently and gain rosi- 
tive results. 

“There is one quality above all in 
man which is of the utmost importance 
in all warfare, and really benefits the 
attack exclusively—boldness. 

‘Fortune smiles upon bold comman- 
Gers before all others. They are the 
men who have filled the pages of the 
world's history with their proud achieve- 
ments, and have given the laws to their 
time. They seem to enthral fortune 
by a powerful charm, and only suc- 
cumb where with insolent conceit they 
try to trespass the limits of the possi- 
ble. That this is so lies in the nature 
of» things. 

“Of all psychical qualities boldness 
harmonizes most with the nature of 
war—that is, striving to attain the 
utmost. Its superiority is due to the 
fact that boldness is one of the qualli- 
ties rarest found in men, that an 
extraordinary strength of will and 
character is needed to keep it active 
under the pressure of responsibility and 
Ganger unavoidable in,war, especiallv 
fer the commander.

“If now, by reason of these reflec- 
tions of a general nature, we fix our 
glance in particular upon the condi- 
tions of modern war, it is seen that 
there are elements in them showing 
that the superiority of offensive war- 
fare under modern conditions is great- 
er than formerly.

Gen. French, as Seen 
by Von Bernhardi 


N his new book, “How Germany 
Makes War,” Gen. Friedrich 
von Bernhardl praises the work 

of Field Marshal French in the 
Boer War. This is Gen. Sir John 
D. P. French, now head of the 
British army in France. He cen- 
sures Gen. Kitchener, now head of 
the British War Office, as a marti- 
net. 

He says French was prevented 
from doing as he wished in the 
Boer War by his superiors, Gen. 
Buller and Lord Roberts, but that 
French was right in his views, and 
was “a warm adherent of cold 
steel.”’ The author says that ‘‘the 
fundamental ideas of his cavalry 
leading were undoubtedly right, 
strategically as well as tactically.”’ 

Of Kitchener’s handling of the 
Boer War, he says taat it was 
marked by extreme centralization 
of command, personal initiative on 
the part of individual commanders 
being reduced to a minimum. When 
Kitchener became Commander in 
Chief, centralization appeared ‘“‘in 
its acutest form, giving rise to al- 
together stereotyped measures. The 
result matched the action.” Bern- 
hardi says the British failed to beat 
the Boers decisively in the first 
part of the campaign, or to supress 
the guerillas in the second part. 
The British commander did not rec- 
ognize, he writes, that self-reliance 
is everywhere necessary. He makes 
this the text of a warning to Ger- 
many against “‘too many General 
Headquarters orders’’ in its next

“‘An army of 100, taken in flank 


can be beaten by 30,000 men,’ says Fred- 
erick the Great. And so, indeed, with 
the growing masses the chances of an 
offensive mode of conducting war grow 
at an increasing ratio. 

“A further advantage accruing to the 
assailant from the present conditions 
consist in his being able, in a deliberate 
attack at least, to employ his best troops 
in the decisive direction, while the de- 
fender, not knowing the main direction 
of attack, must oppose him with the 
forces immediately available at the front 
attacked. 

“Owing to the great difference in value 
of the troops of a modern army, this 
advantage may sometimes be of decisive 
importance. 

“IT think I have now considered the 
relation of attack and defense from 
every point of view, and do not see 
what other point could be adduced one 
way or the other. I can, therefore, 
summarize the result of these reflections 
to this end: that the defense as a form 
of fighting is stronger than the attack, 
but that in the conduct of war as a 
whole the offensive mode of action is 
by far superior to the defensive mode, 
especially under modern conditions. 


Strategy Most Needful. 

“ Tt is always better to act offensively, 
even if we are inferior in numbers. The 
enemy is bewildered by boldness and 
allows advantages to be snatched from 
him,’ writes Frederick the Great to 
Louls XV, and it is surely somewhat 
conclusive if we are one with him in 
military questions. 

“The dictum on the superiority of the 
offensive is of fundamental] importance. 
It rules the whole domain of the art of 
war; it must determine all action in 
war and for war today more than ever. 
But this principle, if we wish to count 
upon military successes, must go hand 
in hand with the knowledge that the 
attack, tactically, is infinitely more dif- 
ficult under modern conditions than at 
any time before; that the assailant, 
where he intends to enforce the decision, 
needs a very considerable superiority, 
and that it is the duty of strategy to 
insure him this superiority." 

In his chapter on the “Secret of Mod- 
ern War,” after pointing out the im- 
proved equipment of all nations in mod- 
ern arms, the advent of air machines 
and the influence of naval warfare 
which might bring a people to starva- 
tion, the author writes: 7

factors. Unbiased mind, tight rein on 
the imagination and strict adherence to 
realities will unveil the mystery of. a 
future war; the sphinx will speak, and 
we shall descry the law of future su- 
periority.  - 

“The cavalry must be specially 
equipped for hazardous and independ- 
ent service,’’ Gen. Bernhardt sets forth 
in another chapter. “It will not only 
have to beat off the enemy’s cavalry, 
Which will certainly oppose it, but it 
must also operate independently on the 
flanks and in the rear of the enemy for 
days, perhaps for weeks, entirely sepa- 
rated from its own army, and be able 
to capture by swift attack any supply 
columns, on the march or while park- 
ing, as well as depots on the lines of 
communications. The cavalry must 
have substantial fighting power, not 
only mounted, but above all dismount- 
ed. If its own strength is not suffi- 
cient, cyclists must be attached to it, 
because a combination of cavalry with 
cyclists will undoubtedly prove _  alto- 
gether extremely effective. 

Can Charge Infantry. 

“The German cavalry need not give 
up the hope of successfully charging 
infantry,” Gen. von Bernhardi says aft- 
er explaining in detail the function of 
cavalry in reconnoitering and in screen- 
ing operations. ‘‘Anyone who wished to 
deduce from my remarks that I thought 
the time for such charges’ was past 
would completely misunderstand me. I 
am rather of opinion, and have always 
stood up for it, that modern infantry 
will sometimes present a favorable ob- 
ject for a charge, especially when it is 
a question of infantry of the second 
and third lines. If such infantry is de- 
moralized by the dissolving influences 
of modern action, is out of hand of the 
commanders, and no longer fires delib- 
erately, it will easily enough become a 
prey of a bold cavalry charge from va- 
rious directions, if the ground offers at 
1east some advantages. 

“Such situations are sure to arise 
even today, especially in pursuits. The 
enem’’s artillery, standing far behind 
the foremost fighting line, can also 
often be attacked by cavalry, though 
not in front, yet from the flanks, anid 
especially in rear, if the enemy has used 
up his reserves. 

“Obsolete I only hold to be that opin- 
fon which thinks that the main task of 
our cavalry is to co-operate directly 
with the other arms and to charge ‘n 
battle; which desires to subordinate all 
action of cavalry to this task, treats 
fire-fight of cavalry merely as a last re- 
source, and would like to restrict the 
strategic freedom of that arm by con- 
stant deference to its possible employ- 
ment on the battlefield.” 


Need for Quick Strokes. 

Elsewhere he writes: 

“From a military point of view the 
growth of armies renders all military 
action difficult. With growing size tac- 
tical worth is gradually decreasing. 
Problems of transport of great bodies 
of men, their provisioning, the neces- 
sity of keeping them permanently effi- 
cient and of providing constant supplies 
of ammunition, and the guarding of im- 
portant roads and lines of communica- 
tion are difficult to solre. 

“The strategic mobility of large 
modern armies is palpably far inferior 
to ,that of smaller armies. Use of 
ground for tactical purposes has be- 
come increasingly djfficult, especially 
in defensive work. It is difficult to find 
defénsive positions suiting armies of 
from nine to twelve army corps. 

“War conducted with large modern 
armies is in any case a risky game, 
taxing to the utmost the resources of 
a state in men and money. 

“This has caused arrangements to be 
made for the mobilization, immediately 
at the beginning of the war, of all the 
nation’s fighting power, so as to finish 
the war rapidly and quickly relieve the 
tension. When large concentrated 
masses are once out of hand, when pan- 
fe his seized th when supplies fail 
throughout and the spirit of tnsubordi- 
mation is rampant, they are not only 
powerless to resist the enemy, but be- 
come a positive danger to themselves 
and their own commanders.

SUCCESSFUL ruse carried out 

A by a detachment of French in- 

faiitry in the vicinity of Lens 
is related in the orders of the day. 
Having been ordered to hold a posi- 
tion, the small squad did so through- 
out the day, but at dusk the detach- 
ment was compelled to retire before 
an overwhelming force of Germans. 
Reaching a country estate, the 
French commander placed a number 
of men in the last outlying houses 
with orders to remain until they 
heard the bugle call. The rest of the 
party took up a position a quarter 
of a mile further on in the open 
country. 

The Germans continued their pur- 
suit, without noticing the first rifle- 
men in the houses. A bugle sounded 
and fire was opened both on the 
front and the rear of the German 
force, which, after 1osing many men, 
retreated. The forces reocc#pied the 
Original position and saved the al- 
lies’ line from being pierced. 

A French noncommissioned officer 
with 72 men, who had been forgotten 
at an entrenched advance post near 
Roye, saw 7000 Germans advancing, 
but the Frenchmen did not budge un- 
til their ammunition was spent. Then 
the officer ordered his men to retire 
through a wood and he rejoined his 
regiment with 20 of his command. 
He was promoted on the field to be a 
lieutenant, as his stand had permit-

ted a reinforcement of the allied line 
at a critical moment. 

The weather, except for some chilly 
nights, is ideal for military opera- 
tions. Most of the men occupying 
the exposed trenches have recov- 
ered from the damp spell. Trench 
duty in the siege operations now is 
thoroughly organized. The digging 
continues all the time and the 
trenches of the opposing armies ap- 
proach to within 100 yards of each 
other at some places. The men in 
those ditches, especially along the 
line from Rheims to the Meuse, have 
been inactive often in the last few 
days, and voices often ring out from 
the shelters, calling upon one another 
to come out and fight. 

Some of the men have become very 
daring, the life in the burrows, with 
the occasional turn at rifle firing, 
being so monotonous that they go 
out in search of adventure. One party 
of three Algerians left shelter and 
proceeded to a house which still 
stands near the lines. There they 
found seven Germans. The men fra- 
ternized and together searched the 
cellar. After regaling themselves on 
wine, the Algerians, who had brought 
rifles with them, ordered the Ger- 
mans to fall in and took them pris- 
oners. ,

“It is inherent in the nature of war 
itself,” Gen, von Bernhardi says by 
way. of forecast, “that we must pro- 
ceed offensively as far as circum- 
stances will ever admit; we must 
strive to gain a victory as rapidly as 
possible at the decisive spot, by 
sudden strategic concentration of the 
forces in the direction thought to be 
decisive, and then take advantage 
of it with the utmost energy, tacti- 
cally and strategically. e must 
always make an effort to create by 
our operations favorable conditions 
for battle.”

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SOLDIER-ATHLETE WRITES 
F HIS OFFICERS’ HEROIC 


DEATHS IN MARNE BATTLE

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—Carl Diem,

Games, who, as earlier cabled, was wounded in the fighting before Paris, 
has sent to the Lokal Anzeiger from the Hospital the following letter de- 


scribing a night attack by troops of 

“After the battles near the village of 
Voulpaix Aug. 29 and 30, our regiment 
had a rest day, then marched its 30 
miles Sept. 1 and the same distance 
Sept. 2. The third day we seemed to 
have caught the enemy, and were in- 
cessantly on the move until late at 
night. deploying and taking up various 
positions. We failed to catch him, how- 
ever, and made camp disappointed and 
utterly exhausted. The long desired fleld 
kitchens, our “‘goulash cannon,” as the 
soldiers name them, had just appeared, 
steaming deliciously, when we got word 
that the enemy had occupied the village 
of Marsaux, a few miles away, and en- 
trenched. Several companies of our reg- 
iment were told off for the agsault, 
some against the village, the others for a 
flank attack. Daylight had long van- 
ished when we marched out. 

“ *TInload rifles!’ was the first com- 
mand. Not a pleasant command for the 
infantry man—to take the cartridges from 
his beloved rifle, now of no more use to 
to him than a feather until he gets 
breast to breast with the enemy. But 
what is the use—orders are orders, and 
in night fighting this order is particu- 
larly called for if comrade is not to 
shoot comrade, and the cartridges rattle 
from his magazine. 

‘“‘We march out through the still Sep- 
tember night, the moon lighting our 
way, but lighting us as well.”’ 


Rain of Rifle Balls. 
“We leap a- couple of ditches, burst 


through the hedges and fences and 
labor up the steep slope of a ploughed 
field, the companies moving forward in 
complete silence. Suddenly, when we 
are about a hundred yards from the 
brow of the hill, it rains bullets, ‘most 
of them luckily going high. The field 
fairly seems to spew rifle balls. The 
tension is slackened. No command is 
needed; there is the enemy. Bayonets 
are fixed, and the platoons deployed in 
an instant, and with a ‘hurrah’ the 
men charge forward against the enemy. 
These disappear, however, falling back 
on the real position, the village itself. 
It is 400 yards away, the charge takes 
from our overtaxed lungs every last 
atom of breath. 

“The silhouette of the village stands 
out dark before us, and its walls spray 
out lead and fire. The church spire 
spits out sparks like a fireworks dis- 
play piece. Long streams of fire play 
from every apearture, and around our 
ears whistles and whizzes the hail of 
steel. We trip over an unsuspected 
wire, splash headlong into a ditch full 
of water, climb the churchyard wall. 
House after house is taken with the 
bayonet, house after house bursts into 
flames, then pursuit continues through 
the village and for several miles be- 
yond. It is almost dawn before the ex- 
hausted troops come to rest and fling 
themselves down to sleep, rifle in hand, 
and without troubling themselves to un- 
sling their heavy packs from their 
backs. Such a charge with empty 
rifle, such a German hurrah, the enemy 
cennot stand against, cannot-themselves 
reproduce. 

“How often have I laughed to myself 
at the youngest of our officers when he 
delivered his naive lectures to the mer,

certain death. At their head our young- 
ster Lieutenant, laughing as usual, fed 
the way in a whirlwind advance by 
rushes, his dwindling squad following 
himi devotedly until the bullets took 
him. 

Unpopularity Redeemed. 

“Our next youngest Lieutenant was 
unpopular, owing to his biting, 
scathing tongue, always rasping the sen- 
sibilities of the men. And yet 
came to love him. Once, when he 
seemed to be sitting in a gigantic corn- 
popper of artillery hail, against which 
no umbrella could protect, this tongue 
of his, usually so scathing, kept us in 
roars of laughter, while old Brother 
Break-Bones swung his fron flail above 
our heads. I saw him, too, t day 
on the Marne, lying still and white be- 
neath the pines. 

“The third officer, a reserve officer, 
was his exact opposite. He rarely had 
a word to say, and silent as usual, on 
that day at Voulpaix when he couldn't 
make out whence the enemy’s fire was 
coming, he stood erect upon a wall in 
the full fire. We pulled him down with 
a broken leg, but not before he had 
pointed out to us the enemy. 

“The eldest of our Lieutenants was 

also a reserve officer. He knew every 
little kink of soldering. He was equal 
to every emergency. Before we marched 
out, he helped the inexperienced to make 
their wills. He, too, was ready, I am 
sure, when on that bloody sixth of Sep- 
tember his life went out like so many 
others. ; 
“And our Captain with the golden, 
honest heart and the celebrated name— 
he knew every one of the 20 men en- 
trusted to him, the circumstances and 
the duty for which every individual was 
fitted. Never during the entire campaign 
have we run out of bread, and every 
day, with few exceptions, we had our 
two warm meals. For that we had to 
thank his unwearying care. And when 
we had our baptism of fire trom the 
artillery—we lay unprotected in a wood 
and could not stir—he walked up and 
down before us, calmly puffing at his 
pipe and staking his life for no other 
purpose than to give us’ courage. For 
him, too, wag the battle on the Marne 
his last day. His own leg broken, and 
with a gaping wound in his breast, he 
bound up the head of the bugler lying 
beside him and murmured ‘Poor young- 
ster; poor youngster." He was buried 
the next day. Tears are not often shed 
in the field, but his little hillock was 
damp.”

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MAN ARRESTED AT THE 
WHITE HOUSE ONCE RICH 


W. W. Belvin, Former Railroad 
Head, Then Beggar, Asks 
to see President. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — William 
Wayne Belvin, former president of the 
San Francisco & Eastern Railroad Co., 
who has been a panhandler in New 


York, has lived in tne most.expensive 
suites in the most expensive New York 
hotels, and was once a member of the 


Va., and who has been a prisoner in the 
workhouse, called at the White House 
yesterday and demanded to see either 
President Wilson or Secretary Bryan. 

Secret service men told Belvin to de- 
part, an argument followed and he was 
arrested. 

Belvin, in 1901, was arrested in Buf- 
falo for sending a telegram to George 
B. Cortelyou, warning him that Presi- 
dent McKinley’s train was to be dyna- 
mited. In 1911 he asked Magistrate 
O’Conner, in New York, to send him to 
the workhouse for a month. After his 
release he was arrested and again sent 
to the workhouse for begging on the 


Lotus Club; whose family is one of the

Lynching Near Percy, Ill., Fol- 
lows Race Fight in Which One 
Was Killed, Two Wounded. 


PERCY, IIL, Oct. 13.—An armed body 
of masked men stopped City Marshal 
Bresner of Willisville on the road last 
night, took Albert Ciazza, his prisoner, 
from him and shot and killed Ciazza, an 
[talian miner. He was one of two broth- 
ers who had engaged in a revolver bat- 
tle with two American miners, Willis 
Adams and Ben Cooper. 

The fight occurred Sunday night and 
began over a request for a cigarette. 
Sam Ciazza was killed and both the 
American miners badly wounded.

The move was anticipated, 
however, and the mob was waiting for 
him. 

Three of the masked men held the Mar- 
shal while the others marched the Ital- 
ian 10 paces down the roadside and shot 
him. There were 15 wounds in his body.

Service of Foreign Owned Com- 
pany Has Been Suspended 
Because of Strike. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 13.—The Govern- 
ment yesterday took provisional pos- 
session of the Mexico Tramways Co.'s 
lines, on which traffic has been sus- 
pended since last Thursday because of 
the strike of motormen and conductors. 

The strikers demand a large increase 
im pay, shorter hours and recognition 
of the union and the company has re- 
fused the demands. 

The property, which is capitalized at 
$60,000,000 in gold, is owned by En- 
glish, French, Belgian and American 
interests. The company has filed a pro- 
test regarding the action of the Mexi- 
can Government, with the legations of 
the countries whuse citizens are in- 
terested in the property. 

An attack the night of Oct. 10 on San 
Angel, Xochimilco and other suburbs 
of Mexico City by adherents of Emiliano 
Zapata caused a reign of terror in the 
capital until yesterday, when it was 
announced officially that Zapata's fol- 
lowers had agreed to cease all fighting 
until the termination of the peace con- 
ference at Aguascalientes. 

Delegates representing Zapata present- 
ed a land reform scheme at the Aguas- 
calientes conference yesterday and the 
matter was debated at length. 

It is reported that a plan calling for 
a@ commission form of government will 
be introduced and voted upon in the 
near future. This plan, which would do 
away with the vexing question of the 
provisional presidency, calls for a com- 
mission of seven members representing 
all factions.

the White House.

JBFFERSON CITY, Oct. 13—Judge 
Henry Lamm announced from the 8Su- 
preme Court bench this morning that 
after a decision awarding $2,000 dam- 
ages to Mitchell Finnegan, a Missouri 
Pacific engineer, had been written, and 
before the decision was made public, 
a stipulation was filed by which Finne- 
gan agreed to accep; $10,000 from the 
railroad company and to pay all costs 
except the company’s witness fees. 
The stipulation agreement was en- 
tered into between Finnegan and at- 
torneys for the Missouri Pacific. By 
signing and agreeing to pay most of 
the costs of the case Finnegan beat 
himself out of more than $15,000 which 
he might have had under terms of the 
Supreme Court decision already written 
by Justice R. F. Walker. 
Because of the stipulation a decision 
per curiam was handed down today in 
place of the one previously prepared. 
It confirmed the terms of the stipula- 
tion, giving $10,000 to Finnegan and as- 
sessing costs against him. The amount 
of these costs has not been figured, 
hut it ig believed they will be consid- 
erable as the case has been in the 
courts ll years. 
Finnegan, who was a Missouri Pa- 
cific engineer, is totally blind ‘as a re- 
sult of being scalded in an accident at 
Cole Junction, near Jefferson City, June 
21, 1908. He lives in Kansas City. 
On the first trial a jury in the Kan- 
sas City Circuit Court awarded to him 
a verdict for $25,000. The Supreme 
ourt reversed and remanded the case. 
On a second trial @ jury gave to Fin- 
negan a verdict for $50,000. The judge 
of the trial court cut this to $25,000. 
The company again appealed to the Moi tees Doth 
Supreme Court. Yom Oa Oe 
Justice Walker, several days ago, fin- oa 
ished writing an opinion affirming the 
$25,000 verdict.

Honk! Honk! Reinforcements have 
arrived for the Weather Bureau forces 
whose lines have been broken by the 
European war. Whether or not long dis- 
tance weather forecasting is a wild 
goose chase is a matter of opinion. Any- 
way, amateur forecasters are still chas- 
ing wild geese from the headwaters of 
the St. Lawrence to the Gulf of Mexico. 
A flock of them (the geese, not the 
forecasters) passed over St. Louis yes- 
terday. They were going south, and 
that, according to tradition which ante- 
dates the Weather Bureau, means that 
colder weather is to be expected and 
there will be an early winter. : 

The Weather Bureau, from its Wash 
ington headquarters, announced several 
days ago that it had been forced to 
abandon its weekly long-range forecasts 
because the war in Europe made it im- 
possible to get accurate records of the 
highs and lows, or whatever it is that 
forms a basis for telling what the 
weather's going to be. Interruption of 
the cable service has caused this con- 
dition. 
In the absence of official long-range 
predictions, amateur forecasters in and 
around St. Louis are falling back on

~ strong drama, ‘“‘The Spendthrift,’’ 
telling a story of the home dis- 
aster caused by a foolish young wife's 
extravagance and thoughtless selfish- 
ness, was so effectively presented by 
The Players at the Park Theater on 
Monday evening that it held the audi- 
ence absorbed in its significant devel- 
opments from the rise of the first to 
the fall of the last curtain. 

Marion Ruckert as the luxury-loving 
wife and Mitchell Harris as the hus 
band who was bankrupted by her mer- 
ciless drain upon his financial re- 
sources, were at,all moments the two 
commanding figures of the performance. 
Each gave an admirable portrayal of 
sincerely illuminative character sig- 
nificance, constituting by far the best 
proof of their ability yet submitted for 
St. Louis judgment. 

They were excellently supported by a 
east, the more notable members of 
which were John Maurice Sullivan in 
the role of Philip Cartwright, the hus 
band’s bluffly outspoken bachelor 
friend; Eleanora Bradley as Gretchen 
Jans, the wealthy and plain-thinking 
old Knickerbocker aunt of the foolish 
wife: Elsa Rendel as Clarice Van Zandi, 
the wife’s sister; Phillips Tead, a+ 
Clarice’s sweetheart, and Henry Hui 
as Sufferen Thorne, a profligate young 
millionaire, who, for a brief period, 
rests under the ugly suspicion of being 
the wife’s lover. 

The play’s story is so shaped that, 
until the third of its four acts is 
reached, one’s sympathy goes out over- 
whelmingly to the debt-harassed hus- 
band in th» case. , 

The third act’s exposition, however, 
based on the husband’s almost incred- 
ibly hrutal outrage upon his wife's 
feminine delicacy of thought by com- 
pelling her to make and keep a seeming 
guilty appointment with her suspected 
lover in her bedroom is of such a re- 
volting nature as thereafter to transfer 
all one’s sympathy to the woman, 

When the story ends with his for- 
giveness of his wife, one feels that it 
should be precisely the other way round 
it is the husband whe needs the wife's 
forgiveness for the singularly grievous 
shame which he has placed upon her. 
The play is shrewdly constructed fo: 
cumulative dramatic effect, and its 
evenly balanced performance was such 
that this effect fully was attained. 
The audience was kept tremendously in- 
terested, at many moments breathlessly 
gripped in the logic of the story’s con- 
sistent happenings, and the varying 
emphasis demanded by these happenings 
was properly placed. 

Miss Ruckert played the wife with 
keen ‘intelligence, giving her just the 


seeming of apparently incurable light- 


i ness and frivolity of soul necessary to 


make the character completely plaus- 
ible. 

Mr. Harris enacted the part of the 
husband with a quiet seriousness that 
never, until the third act's unexpected 
brutality brought it within the field of 
‘‘melodrama with a punch,’ was per- 
mitted to intensify into anything hke 
perfervid emotion. 

Their work won for them the warmest 
and best-deserved favor of the season 
thus far.

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TRADE RIGHTS OF NEUTRALS. 

Charges have been made by American sympa- 
thizers with European belligerents that the 
United States Government is failing in its duty 
as a neutral nation because it permits agents of 
belligerent nations to purchase supplies in the 
American market. It has been hinted that the 
Wilson administration is not impartial because 
certain nations are favored by the privilege of 
purchasing supplies here. 


These are serious charges. If they were true 
they would indict the President and his advis- 
ers of grievous misconduct, and if not true they 
indict those who make them of vicious wrong- 
doing. ‘ 


In order that the public may thoroughly under- 
stand the powers and duties of the Government 
and the rights of American citizens under 
neutrality, a high authority in the Government 
at Washington, whose name we are not at liberty 
to use, sends the Post-Dispatch the following 
clear exposition of the subject: 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There are a few plain principles of law which 
universally apply to all neutral powers, and 
which govern the relations of neutral powers with 
other powers engaged in wear. There is a clear 
distinction between what a neutral goversoment, 
as a government, may do, and what the individual 
citizen of a neutral power may do. 

The government of a neutral power cannot, as 
&. government, furnish supplies to a belligerent 
pewer. The government represents the whole 
people of a country as an organised unit, and 
hence, under international law, the government 
must refrain from lending aid to any belligerent 
But it has never been contended that the citizens 
of a neutral power cannot carry on their com- 
mercial business just ag they would be entitled 
to carry it on in times of peace, subject to cer- 
tain limitations; that right has never been 
authoritatively denied. The people of the United 
States are not a party to the war in Europs; .hey 
have no direct part or interest in it. Other na- 
ticns may engage in war, but because they rusa 
into conflict with each other, they have no right 
to interfere with the citizens of a neutral nation 
ir the ordinary conduct of their commercial and 
business affairs. There is no sort of doubt that 
our farmers, merchants and manufacturers have 
an absolute right to go on with their ousiness 
practically without interference, even though 
other nations are at war. The farmer or stock 
raiser has a right to sell his wheat or horses 
to any man who offers to buy. Any Englishman, 
Frenchman, German or Austrian—one as mucb 
as another—has a right to purchase anything 
grown or manufactured in this country, and every 
American producer has the undoubted right to sell 
his commodities. No domestic statute or inter- 
national law forbids such transactions, but the 
right to buy and sell within the territory of neu- 
tral nations is universally acknowledged. The 
President would have no power to prevent such 
transactions even though he felt so disposad. 


There are limitations upon the absolute free- 
dom of commercial transactions as between the 
citizens of a neutral power on the one hand and 
the government or people of a belligerent power on 
the other hand, but these limitations do not re- 
late to the mere right of selling and 
Here is where and how the limitations apply in 
such cases: There are numerous articles known 
and described as contraband of war, anJ these 
are divided into what is known as “absoluts con- 
traband” and “conditional contraband.” “Abso- 
lute contraband” consists of all munitions and 
instruments of war, and of everything In fact 
which is purchased directly by a belligerent gov- 
ernment, and which therefore belongs to the 
purchasing government. All such  contrapand 
is subject to seizure and confiscation by an op. 
posing belligerent. An American citizen would 
not violate any law nor be guilty of any .preach 
of neutrality by selling even munitions of war, 
to say nothing of ordinary articles of commerce, 
to any citizen or subject of a belligerent power, 
or even to any belligerent government itself. He 
has an undoubted right to sell, but the limitation 
comes in when the commodity purchased is intend- 
ed to be used in a belligerent country. This con- 
traband while in course of transportation may be 
seized by another belligerent and confiscated. 
This Government could not undertake to prevent 
such seizure or confiscation, for the seizure would 
be in acordance with international law. Trans 
portation and delivery of absolute contraband ‘'s 
undertaken wholly at the risk of the shipper and 
a neutral government cannot lawfully afford any 
protection in such cases. 


“Conditional contraband” relates to articles ir 
general use in times of peace, such as foodstuffs 
end clothing. Even these may become absolute 
eeontraband if they are purchased on account of 
the government of a belligerent power; and al] 
such articles become absolute contraband even 
though they are still in the hands of a neutral 
citizen, if he is making an effort to deliver them 
to the armed forces of a belligerent on land «@ 
sea, or to a beleaguered fortress or city Ordi- 
narily, commodities described as “conditional 
contraband” may be shipped by a neutral citizen 
into ports of a belligerent power, if in good faitn 
they are intended for distribution to the people 
at large in that country, and not in any sense 
for public or military uses. Elven this broad 
deciaration is subject to some restrictions, but 
it is unnecessary to discuss all the refinements 
troident to International law In this behalf. It is 
sufficient to say that the English Government or 
the German Government, or the French Govern- 
ment, or the Austrian Government, or any sub- 
ject or citizen of any of these governments, has 
an undoubted lawful right to purchase supplies 
in this country from the citizens of the fnrited 
States, and these rights are common to all: but 
whenever an attempt is made“to transport such 
supplies go purchased to England, France, Ger- 
many or Austria, they become subject to arrest 
and ecisure while en route on the high seas if 
they come within the rule of contraband. It ts 
equally true that an American citizen has an 
undoubted legal right to transport his productions 
on his own account for sale or delivery to any 
of the ports of any belligerent power, an‘ in do- 
ing so he would not violate any principle of neu- 
trality; but his goods would be lIlable to seizure 
and confiscation if they came within the defint- 
tion of contraband. The English Government has 
an undoubted right to send its agents to St. Louis 
or Kansas City to purchase horses, foodstuffs, or 
any commercial article, and the Americaa own- 
ers of these commodities would have an ndoubt- 
ed right to gell them to such agents. But when 
the agents of the English Government undertook 
to transport them a German or Austrian ship 
might seize them and confiscate them on the high 
seas. The same right to purchase the same char- 
acter of supplies belongs to the agents of the 
German or Austrian Governments, and the same 
danger of seizure and confiscation would attach 
to them while in course of transportation across 
the seas. 


Only three or four days ago the newspapers 
published a statement that a great volume an4 
variety of supplies had been contracted for by 
different belligerent governments with citizens 
of the United States. Among these contracts of 
purchase was one made by the Government of 
France with Charlies M. Schwab, head of one of 
the largest steel] manufacturing establishments in 
Pennsylvania, and also a similar contract between 
Mr. Schwab and the Government of Austria, aito- 
gether for approximately $15,000,000 worth of 
goods, consisting of motor trucks, horseshous and 
other like supplies necessary to the maintenance 
of armies. It was also stated that sumercus

of flour, and for large quantities of hay, 20rses, 
tents and leather goods. There can be n»% doubt 
about the right of our geople to sell such things 
to any of these governments or their people 
Whether the purchasers will be able to utilize 
them is another question, and with that question 
the Government of the United States has no con- 
cern, nor has it any power to interfere. 

It so happens that at this particular period 
it appears that thé fleet of Great Britain, aided 
by that of France, is better able to protect pur- 
chases made by those governments while en route 
to their respective ports against hostile inte: fer- 
ence than are the fleets of Germany and Austria 
to protect their purchases against interference 
while en route; but that is one of the incidents 
or conditions of war with which the United states 
Las nothing to do and absolutely no control over. 
If in this particular the so-called allies have 
an advantage over the governments oppvusing 
them, it ig fortunate for one and unfortunate for 
the other, but this Government is powerless to 
intervene on that account as long as it maintains 
its attitude of neutrality. Germany and France 
have exactly the same right to purchase in this 
country, and either could well complain that we 
violated the spirit of neutrality if we attempted 
to forbid our people to sell to one simply be- 
cause the other happened not to be in a position 
where she could buy with safety. There is posi- 
tively no law, local or international, which would 
authorize the President to prevent any citizen 
selling any lawfully made commodity to any per- 
gon. 

What I have said is sufficient to show twat any 
statement circulated among the people, or any 
part of the people, intended to persuade them 
that the administration of President Wilson was 
partial to one belligerent as against another, be- 
cause one belligerent saw proper to exercise its 
right to purchase goods in American markets and 
the other belligerent did not exercise thut right 
no matter what the reason, is an absolutely false 
and misleading and dishonest statement. Fvery 
well-informed man must know that the Govern: 
ment at Washington, from the President down. 
including the two Houses of Congress, and this 
without respect to parties, is striving to the ut- 
most to maintain in spirit and in fact our na- 
tional attitude of strict neutrality. 

Now and then some unexpected and regrettable 
Incident will arise to embarrass those who are 
charged with administering the government in 
this trying period, but every citizen who cares 
for the integrity and good name of his own 
country should guard himself against doing or 
ssying anything to make it more difficult for 
the President ard his associates in the adminis- 
tration of the Government to discharge the deli- 
cate duties devolved upon them.

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NEW ERA FOR STATE INSTITUTIONS 

A committee of State Senators, after an 18- 
month investigation, recommends that the blight 
of the spoils system shall be removed from Mis- 
souri’s benevolent and penal institutions. This 
report, made by men who are themselves lead- 
ers in the practical politics of their localities. 
ought to carry weight with the publi¢ and the 
Legislature. 

The early Missouri political bosses must’ have 
had unusual rapacity. We of this time inherit 
the evils of a system found in few other states, 
one under which the appointees of even the hos- 
pitals for the insane are made a part of the 
patronage distributed as a reward of party 
service. The Senate Committee is not impressed 
with the doctrine that treatment for minds dis- 
eased will have greater efficacy if administered 
by the hand of a physician of one particular 
party or a supporter of one particular candidate 
for Governor. 

In insisting on a nonpartisan status for the 
hospitals the committee wisely urges that the 
penal institutions, which in too many states have 
also been playthings for politicians, shall cease 
to be inventoried among the assets of the bosses. 
A central board for the management of all State 
iastitutions, a farm home for first offenders and 
the eradication of contract prison labor ar: 
strongly indorsed. State Superintendent Evans 
also urges that his office, now elective on party 
tickets, shall be made appointive under a non- 
partisan State Board of Education and indorses 
a one-mill tax for vocational training. 

The next session should see the consummation 
of reforms of such evident soundness and value.

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A FIGHT FOR THE OPEN DOOR. 

When a couple of printers get in a fight we 
may be sure it is over something worth fighting 
about. The converse—that whenever there is 
something worth fighting about a couple of print- 
ers will be sure to get in a fight about it—does 
not follow necessarily. Printers may be men of 
more principle, of higher principle, of stancher 
adherence to principle, than any other class of 
men; but they are not more belligerent. 

Probably there is no more vital issue than that 
of fresh air or ventilation. It is an issue in which 
every man must have an interest, and an interest 
not merely abstract, but personal, intimate, sub- 
stantive, proprietary.

NEW BIRD PRESERVE. 


For the purpose of establishing an- 
other wild fowl refuge on the northern 
shore of the Gulf of Mexico, the Rocke- 
feller Foundation has purchased the 
Grand Chenier tract, containing 5,000 
acres, in the parishes of Cameron and 
Vermillion, Louisiana, at a cost of ap- 
proximately $225,000. An announcement 
to this effect was made by the secretary 
of the foundation upon the execution of 
a deed from the Rockefeller Foundation 
placing the land for an initial term of 
five years under the protection of the 
Loulsiana Conservation Commission. 
The commission, on its side, has for- 
mally accepted the tract, and has under- 
taken to protect it by game wardens. 

This purchase, the arrangements for 
which have consumed more than a year 
and a half, is another gtep in the pro- 
gram to establish throughout the winter 
feeding and resting grounds for birds, 
and along their migration routes, suita- 
ble preserves where they can be protect- 
ed at all times of the year and be safe 
from persecution. 

The Grand Chenier tract is full of shal- 
low ponds, lakes and bayous, abounding 
in cover for the protection of birds 
against storms. It produces en enor- 
mous quantity of natura] food, sufficient 
to provide for the vast number of birds 
from the North whfth winter along the 
Gulf coast. e 

The great tract purchased by the 
Rockefeller Foundation ts an integra! 
part of the “wild life preserve system,” 
for which persons interested in the wel- 
fare of birds have been working for 
years. It is only a few miles from 
Marsh Island, purchased by Mrs. Rus- 
sell Sage for a bird refuge, at a cost of 
about $150,000. Marsh Island was for 
many years the greatest slaughtering 
ground for ducks in North America. 

The Grand Chenier tract and Marsh 
Island are a part of a preserve of 10 
square miles with a frontage of 75 miles 
on the gulf coast, which ft is proposed 
to acquire. Included tin this preserve 
will be the 60,000,acres previously dedi- 
cated to wild life preservation by E. A. 
MclIihenny.

YALE SUBS SEEM WEAK 


Only When Regulars Get Into 
Game Is the Team at 
Its Best. 


By Herbert Reed. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Through a sud- 
den development of the latent fighting 
power in the Harvard eleven, combined 
with a nice choice of plays by a substi- 
tute quarterback who realized the ter- 
rific punch in the organization he was 
handling, the crimson came through its 


stiff Saturday’s test without a defeat 
or even a tie at the hands of Washing- 
ton and Jefferson, one of the most re- 
markable husky and versatile elevens 
that has ever been seen on the grid- 
iron so early in the season. Harvard’s 
showing does not mean that the crim- 
son was “lucky to get away with it.” 

It does mean that Harvard, even 
without the services of stars—among 
them a man who,promised to be a great 
leader—will be a serious menace to 
Michigan, Princeton and Yale later in 
the season. 

The game proved that even without 
the opportunity to vary the play great- 
ly with forward and other passes, part- 
ly due to an unhurried development, 
Harvard could carry a crashing, rush- 
ing attack through to the touchdown 
conclusion. Without Mahan and Brick- 
ley to carry the ball and without Logar 
to direct the play, thé crimson worked 
its way for 4 yards and a touchdown 
through and around Washington and 
Jefferson, the last play—on fourth down 
and five yards to go—being daring in 
character, but justified largely because 
it was Hardwick who carried the ball. 
The, last play was made on ae wide 
swing, with almost every man of the 
defense shut off. Hardwick has done 
just this thing twice in bigger games 
than that of Saturday—once against 
Yale, and once against Princeton. 


W. and J. A. Strong Team. 


It is well to remember that the score, 
the turriing point of the game, came in 
the fourth quarter, when the crimson 


was behind and needed six points to tie 
and seven to win. Well, Harvard got 
the seven. That such a thing could be 
done, and against such opposition, at 
this stage of the season, proves not 
alone the strength of Harvard's ma- 
terial, but also that of its fundamental 
attack. Washington and Jefferson 
played a hard and rough game. 
Equipped with good backs, who might 
well be classed as stars, and who are 
experienced men, Washington and Jef- 
ferson was primed to win this game. 

There need be no belittlement of Capt. 
Cruikshank’s Pennsylvanians. They 
gained 1-97 yards with seven beautifully 
executed forward passes in which the 
little qaurter, Goodwin, shone, and with 
the passing game scored a touchdown. 
In an indivilual sense Harvard was not 
up to the mark in defending against 
them; but failure in this defense does 
not mean that the system is wrong. I 
know that it is right. Coaches of big 
teams that are later to tackle the Crim- 
son are among the first to respect this 
Harvard defense. The Washington and 
Jefferson forward passes seem not to 
have been anything like as intricate as 
those of the Springfield team, but the 
extremely clean handling was the qual- 
ity that made them dangerous. 

The game proved, I think, that just 
at this stage the pass ifgelf is the more 
dangerous maneuver, just as later in 
the season full and even more ;»danger- 
osu use will be made of the thréat. 

Neither Fleming nor Spiegel, fine half- 
backs as they are, and behind a strong 
and active line, the average of the 
tackles alone being 200 pounds, was 
able to show quite the form expected 
of him against such a stiff defese as 
Harvard offered, and it was only in the 
wide open play, beautifully executed, 
that the visitors te Cambridge were a 
menace to the Crimson. It may seem 
odd to find so much superiority in the 
team that squeezes out a victory by the 
pore of 10 to 9, but it is there neverthe- 
ess. 


Brickley Out of It. 


It is doubtful if Brickley will recover 
from the effects of his operation in time 


to lead his eleven in the biz games, or 
at least in the Yale game; but it is far 
from being the first time that the 
Crimson has been without the services 
of its captain on the big day. Harvard 
has lost not alone a drop and placement 
kicker practically in a class by himself, 
but a fine interferer and a really great 
back, ball in hand. Some years ago 
Captain Dun Murty received the news 
of the big game in the hospital, and the 
late Captain Francis Burr crouched on 
the side lines as he watched Harvard 
beat Yale with Kennard’s drop kick. 
Waters, Emmons, Daly and Parker were 
other Harvard captains who suffered 
the same misfortune as Brickley. 

Harvard has come through a criti- 
cal stage of its 1914 season. It has 
been able to wear down practically 
equal power with its own, better di- 
rected. 

Yale’s showing against Lehigh was 
probably not as good as the score 
would seem to indicate. for the Beth- 
lehem men suffered from the heat 
and did not have at command so many 
substitutes as were sent into the 
game by the Elis. On the other hand 
Yale started with a backfield that 
tried to play onen football apparently 
without the finish the first string 
backs have attained. Things seemed 
to £0 pretty much wrong, a great 
deal of the time, and the handicap 
due to the absence of the clever Ains- 
worth was plainly noticeable. 


Tigers Need Heavy Quarter. 


Like Yale, that matter, 


many other institutions, Princeton is 
looking for a heavy quarterback. One 
by one the men trying for that posi- 
tion have been dropped, either into 
the rest of the backfield or to the 
side lines. Last Saturday youn 
Ames, by no means so husky as men 
against whom he is trying for the 
position, had his first real test against 
Syracuse, and from all reports he 
icked his plays well. There never has 
een any daoubt, 1 think, that he had 
a good head on his shoulders, but the 
question remains whether he will be 
so valuable in other departments of 
the game. 

Just how far his showing, aside 
from his generalship, will affect his 
chances, of course, only the Tiger 
coaches know, but I am inclined to 
think that al) other things being 
even nearly equal, they will pick the 
man who shows that he can run the 
team, for such a man is going to havo 
some fascinating and effective ma- 
neuvers at his disposal by the time 
the big games swing around.
